Lichteafels, not troubling themselves about 
the displeasure of the trader. You will 
remember, that the traders, many years 
ago, procured from Government an order 
for the Greenlanders to disperse. They, 
however, being a free people, dispersed 
only partially, some, by the advice of the 
missionaries, to satisfy the merchants, liv- 
ing distributed in the out-places on the 
coast, where they may get more seals and 
other produce, according to the opinion 
and wish of the traders. Our inhabitants 
received them with the greatest pleasure, 
knowing how much more they and their 
children would be benefited by dwel'ing 
here. There appeared on this occasion 
a great renewal of divine life among our 
people, and the charch was at every op- 


binera filled with attentive and devoat 


Daring the Christmas holidays, 
afd in the ensuing season, an extraordira- 
ry spirit of leve and compunction of heart 
was perceivable throughout the whole 
congregation, and it was evident, both in 
old and young, that the Spirit of God was 
leading them, more than ever, into all 
truth. When we spoke with the individ- 
vals, their declarations and expressions 
were remarkably serious, and filled our 
hearts with joy. On the second Christmas- 
holiday, a party of them came, of their 
own accord, and, placing themselves before 
our house, began to sing hymns of praise 
and thanksgiving, accompamed by musical 
instruments, (upon which they have learnt 
to play hymn-tunes very decently.) They 
did it with such devotion, that it affected 
us deeply, and not one within the house 
could refrain from tears. The company 
of singers seemed quite enraptured, and 
their voices were so sweet and harmoni- 
ous, that they appeared to us truly angel- 
ic, particularly during the last verse :— 
** Should not | for gladness leap,—Led by 
Jesus, us His sheep?—For when these 
blest days are over,—To the arms of my 
dear Saviour—I shall be conveyed to resi, 
—Amen! yea, my lot is blest!” (/ymn- 
book, p. 211.) It was to them, as they af- 
terwards expreseed themselves, as if they 
already stood before the throne of the 
Lamb, singing the mew song in praise of 
their redemption by His blood. One of 
them said afterwards: “| hardly koew 
where I was; I have often atterided and 
assisted at such solemnities, but | have 
never felt what I felt on this cccasios. 
Surely our Saviour was present with us to- 
day; we have anew made a total erplae 
der of enc hearts to Him, aod He hase gra- 
ciously accepted them. O that we might 
show our thankfulness, keep the promises 
we have made, & live more to [lis honor !” 
Yes, my dear Brother, how happy is 
such a life, spent among a flock of trne 
children of God, and lovers of the Lord 
Jesus Christ, collected from among wild 
and barbarous heathen! Hew willingly do 
we forego many outward advantages, en- 
joyed by those living in other countries, 
while we partake of the real blessedness 
of the house of Ged, in such a family of 
Jesus, who have been brought by the 
Spirit of God out of heathenish darkness 
into the glorious light of His countenance! 


WEST-IN DIES. 


Extract of a letter from Brother J. Jonan- 
son, Baseeterre, St. Kitts, July 30, 1819), 
The Lord our Saviour has continued to 

lay His blessing upon our poor endeavors 
to make known His saving word in this 
island; and many a negro has beard the 
word of the cross, and experienced its di- 
vine power for his salvation. New life 
has appeared amung our people. Great 
numbers also have applied to us to have 
their names put down, aad to be admitted 
to more meetings for instruction, some of 
whom seem to have asincere desire in 
their hearts to become children of God, 
through faith in Christ Jesus. 

During the first half of this year, 101 
adults have been added tothe church by ho- 
ly baptism, or by reception into the congre- 
gation ; 60children were baptised ; 103 per- 
sons were added (o the candidates for bap- 
tiem ; 43 became commenicants ; 34. depart. 
ed this life; and we were obliged to exclude 
12. Our last prayer<day on the ith of 
this month, was distinguished by a partico- 
larly gracious visitation of the Lord our Sa- 
viour. Twelve pe were baptised ; 
20 received into the tion; 40 
added to the candidates for baptism, and 
ten re-admittcd to fellowship: besides 
whom, 42 are appointed to be baptised, or 
received, on our next er-day, Sep- 
tember bth. The day elladed to was in- 
deed made by the Lord a day of great 
comfort and encouragement to us, by His

ANTIGUA. 
Extract of a Letter from Broth. Cun. Faro. 
Ricuren, dated St. John’s, April 12, 1819. 

As for our little Isiand, Antigua, we re- 
joice in humility, that we are witnesses to 
the blessed effects of the operation of 
the Holy Spirit in the hearts. of men. 
During the week appointed to speak with 
the individuals belonging to the classes 
of the new people, and candidates for bap- 
tism, (to which those that have been ex- 
cl are also permitted to come,) we 
counted above te thousand negroes. 
You may indeed suppose, thal among such 
a large number, come fo ns, becaase 
they see their friends and actnaintauces 
doing it; others are sent by their propri- 
etors, who order them te attend at our 
church ; again, there are some, who are 
persuaded to come by their parents, or 
partners. When such make their ap- 
pearance, they have indeed nothing to say 
for themeelves, but it gives us an opportu- 
nity of speaking a word in season tothem, 
and thus mary a poor ignorant negro has 
been led to reflection, and by degrees to 
repent and be converted. ‘They after- 
wards come of their own accord, and at- 
tend, as much as their time will allow, the 
public preaching, aod the meetings for 
instruction in the Christian doctrines. 

On our last prayer-day, the 2ist of 
March, fourteen adults were baptised ; 29, 
baptised as children, were received into 
the congregation ; sixteen readmitted, and 
68 added to the candidates for baptism. 
During the Passion-week, the lessens for 
cach day were read, as usual, and the cha- 
pel was crowded. On Good-Friday, both 
the church and the yard were filled with 
hearers. After the first meeting, at which 
the lesson for the day was read, those who 
had gained seats in the church would not 
quit them, but staid to be present at the 
public preaching; and,as the yard was 
full of people, we resolved that one of 
us should preach to them there. They 
sat down under the shade of a large sand- 
box-tree, an@ neither party was disturbed 
by the other. After the service was con- 
cluded, we desired the company to quit the 
church, to make room for those, who had 
Seen in the yard during the first meeting ; 
and this being samt the lesson for the day 
was repeated to them. In oon, 
ce 7 per ‘cathe eee ant eo. | 
tate, not having been able to arrive soon- 
er, & we devoted an hour or two to thém.

ARKANSAW MISSION. 


Of the particalar reasons which induced 
to this mission, a brief statement was sub- 
mitted in the Keport of the last year. And 
it was then also stated that the Rev. Alfred 
Finney and the Rev. Cephas-Washburo, 
were designated for the mission, and were 
under directions to proceed—the former 
from Vermont, and the latter from Geor- 
gia—to Brainerd, and thence together to 
Elliot. There they were to leave their 
wives, until they bad visited the place for 
their establishment in the Arkansaw coun- 
try, and made some inceptive arrange- 
ments and prepared some accommodation 
for their families. i 

Conformably to the directions, they pro- 
ceeded with their wives to Brainerd in 
Oct. and November. 

“ Our feelings on entering the [Cher- 
okee] nation,” says Mr. Washburn, “ and 
bebolding the natives of the same country 
to which we were going as heralds of 
mercy, are better conceivedt describ- 
ed. Suffice it tosay, we have néver seen 
any strangers towards whom we felt our 
hearte so _ drawn in affection. 
When we them in their ignorance, 
and th of the worth of their souls, 
we felt that no service was loo great to be 
performed, no too dear to be 
made, no trials too severe to be endured 
for their salvation. Our meeting with 
the dear brethrea and ters of Somes 
erd mission, was grateful to our hearts, 
they gave us a most cordial welcome, and 
their Christian society was truly refresh- 
Never bave we found a family to 

in so short a time, we have formed 
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sheltered lodgiag, they arrived at Elliot 
on the 3d of January, 

As the season was not favorable for 
travejliog in the country, they tarried at 
Elljot, helping the missionaries there an- 
(il The fore part of February, when they 
made an attempt to proceed to the Arkan- 
saw, of which fn account is given in a 
joint letter, March 8th. 

“From what was stated in a letter of 
February Ist, you doubtless expected our 
next communication from the Arkansaw ; 
at least this was our expectation when we 
last wrote you. But Providence, which 
ever orders wisely, has caused in this re- 
spect a severe disappointment, which has 
greatly tried thefeelings of our hearts. 

account of tess attempt to 
get to the Arkansaw will explain ‘our 
meaning.” 

‘Their attempt in a word was frustrated, 
hy the rise and overflowing ef the Missis- 
sippi which rendered it impracticable to 
gettothe Arkansaw by land, and extreme- 
ly difficult and dangerous, if at all practi- 
cable by water. They explain the cit- 
cumstances very fully and satisfactorily ; 
and proceed to say : 

* All the circumstances as presented to 
our minds induced the belief, that our ob- 
ject would in no degree be forwarded by 
a-visit to Arkansaw, were it possible to 
accomplish it at that time. We were 


hence led to the conclusion, though reluc-* 


tantly and tardily, that duty, if not neces- 
sitv, required our retarn to Elliot. In 
pursaance of this conclysion we retraced 
the steps we had taken and arrived here 
29th ult. 

‘*What good will result from this part 
of our seemingly fruitiess wandering, isat 
present unknown. Our visit to the Wal- 
nut Hills, was however very seasonable 
to the temporal concerns of this mission; 
as we found on eur arrival there a consid 
erable part of the supplies, forwarded 
from Boston, and elsewhere, in a condi- 
tion soon to be destroyed. We put them 
all into asafe condition till they can be 
brought op the Yazoo, which will be pro- 
bably soon. While atthe Hills we had 
opportunity to preach several times, from 
which may reselt spiritual good to some 
there, who, tho’ willing to hear, are des- 
titute of a saving knowledge of the gospel. 

“ Oar return also was seasonable to the 
Spiritoal interest of this mission; as broth- 
er Kingsbury is absent and expected to 
be for some tume—on the > trak- 
ing arrangements for a new establishment 
for the benefit of the Nation. In the 
the mean time, nothing is done for tbe fur- 
therance of the particolar object of onr 
mission. Had it not been for some un- 
foreseen and unexpected delays at and 
scon after the commencement of our en- 
terprize, we might have reached, in hu- 
man view, the Arkansaw in the month of 
December, according to the expectation 
of the Prudential Committee. But the 
delays and hindrances were entirely pro- 
vidential, beyond the control of those 
concerned in them. 

“While our own particular enterprise 
is calling us here, anxiety and suspense 
are constant attendants. What the Lord 
intends by retarding our progress and djs- 
appointing the expectations of the Pruden- 
tial Committee in us, is yet to be unfolded. 
We fear that our faith and courage will 
fail, and that the confidence placed in us, 
and the patience of the Prudential Com- 
mittee and of the Christian public will be 
exhausted, befere we shall be established 
in the field of our future labors. We hope 
we have an interest in your prayers, if 
not for ourselves, yet for the influence our 
condact may have upon the precious cause 
of Christ.” 

By these disappointments and delays 
the intended commencement of the es- 
tablishment in the Spriog was prevented ; 
but the countervailing advantages are not 
of small consideration. Besides the very 
timely help afforded to the missions at 
Brainerd and Elliot, Mesars. Washburn and 
Finney, by their residence at those Sta- 
tions, had opportunity for acquiring know!- 
edge and experience of prime und syb- 
stantial importance. After their return 
from the “Walnut Hills, they remained at 
Elliot, taking purt in the work there, un- 
til it was supposed the state of the rivers 
woald admit of their proceeding to their 
destined station. Since their departure 
from, Elliot, no inte!ligence-has been re- 
ceived from them.

DOMESTIC MISSIONB. 


From the Religious Tatelligencer, ~ 
An account of the 


Dotcusss Coynty,.anm. 
nicated for 4 
Hype, Secretary of the Society. 
In the autumn of 1818, several individas 
als convened in Clinton, county of Duteh- 
ess, and state of New-York, to consult on 
the expediency of forming a Domestie 
Missionary Society. [t was well known 
to the members of the meeting, that ia 
the region of country, lying between Con- 
necticut and Massachusetts on the East, & 
Hudsen River on the West, there were 
several places in which the Gospel wag 
not statedly preached, or its ordinances 
administered. The conseltation resulted 
io the formation of a society, denominated 
The Domestic Missionary Society of Dutch- 
ess and Vicinity. The object of the Soci- 
ety, as expressed in its Constitatfon, is 
‘“to employ missionaries to preach the 
gospel in such parts of Dutchess Count 
and Vicinity as may need such labour, 
if the fands of the Society permit, to send 
missionaries to other parts of the country.” 
Funds toa small amount were soon col- 
lected, aod in January 1819, Mr. Charles 
Johnson by appointment of the Board of 
Directors, entered on the field of labor 
assigned him. He continued faithfully & 
laboriously to perform the duties of a 
Christian mistionary, until the June fol« 
lowing. He -preached about seventy 
limes, attended a few prayer meetings, 
and made nearly two hundred family visite. 
In his Report, he states: “1 have in gems 
eral been kindly received, and in some in« 
stances been treated with peculiar cordi= 
ality and affection. Many of the meetings 
have been small compared with the popu- 
lation of the places, @rising, no doubt, in 
att, from the want of convenient heetes 
} For poblic wrth but more,'perhaps, 
from a prevailing indifference to religion. 
Some of my appointments, however, have 
been attended by numbers beyond my exe 
pectation, particularly in the clove, (a 
part of the towo of Beekman,) and Ches- 
nut Ridge. Here the meetings were some- 
times much crowded.” Mr. Johnson wit- 
nessed some individuals much affected 
when he was addressing them on their 
spiritual concerns, and beard from a few 
the interesting inquiry, “What shall we 
do to be saved?” Under bis ministry a 
few Christians were edified and comfort- 
ed, wavering ones were established in 
tbe faith, and 2 or 3 hopefully born of God. 
In consequence of the want of fundsyno. » 
missionary was employed to preach ia 
tnese waste places, until February 19209 
when the Rey. & W. Burritt was 
appointed. He immediately entered into 
the service of the Society. Mr. Burritt 
itinerated for two weeks on Livingston’s 
Manor, in the County of Columbia and itg 
immediate vicinity. In this region 
found an extensive moral waste. theres

Ah ' too large; there was work enough for 


three faithful laborers. One Sabbath 
Llassisted Mr. Shaw at Beekman in 
the morning. In the afternoon preached 
at Pavliogs, and in the evening at Pater- 
son. Ihave crossed the mountains often 
and in six diflerent directions, conversing 
with families and individoals wherever | 
found them; generally distributing religi- 
ous tracts & sometimes Testaments. The 
Shepherd of Salisbury Plain is peculiarly 
suitable for poor people in these parts, & 
I believe has been useful in some instan- 
cesin exciting their attention to religious 
things. ! found itto be a solemo and in- 
teresting pleasare to give away Testa- 
ments, and endeavored to make the best 
ofsuch opportunities, and seldom failed of 
making an apparently serious impression. 
In one instance a woman of about sixty, af- 
ter having received a Testament and at- 
tended a meeting at three or four miles 
distance frgm her house, returned home 
with much solemnity. Another on receiv- 
ing one burst into a flood of tears, and ap- 
peared unable to express the solemn aad 
I trust grateful emotions of her mind. A 
third, who was surrounded with nine chil- 
dren in rags, and was afflicted among oth- 
er things with a cancer, on receiving a 
Testament was much affected and said she 
could not read, but would desire her bus- 
band to read itto her and her family, and 
hoped it would do them ‘good. She ap- 
peared to be a woman of great sorrow 
with bat little kaowledge of the way of 
life. {fexplainedto her and her children 
our Saviour’s words to Nicodemus, and 
passed on. Onmy last visit 1 enquired 
particularly if the blessed book had ied 
any of the family to Christ? She replied 
with cheerfulness, it has had a great ef- 
feet on my hnsband, he reads it much and 
pow praysin his family ; then bursting in- 
to tears, she continued; “ | don’t know 
that it has done me any good, it seems as 
if my heart grew worse and worse.” In 
visiting schools | have entreated both chil- 
dren and teachers to learn of Christ, who 
is meek and lowly and the giver of eter- 
#al rest to penitent and pious souls. In one 
} related to the children the conversion of 
a child eight years old at H , and en- 
deavored to improve the same to their‘ 
spiritual benefit. | was afterwards inform- 
ed that one of about nine was awakened, 
and like the little girl at H—— returned 
home and daily entreated her unconvert- 
ed mother to pray for her, which appar- 
ently was the means of awakening the 
mother, who afterwards constantly attend- 
ed our meetings and was frequently bath- 
ed in tears. The part of Beekman which 
has been the scene of missionary opera. 
tions is white already to harvest. The 
people there grew more and more solemn 
under preaching, eveh to the last. Many 
appeared to be convinced of sin and of 
their need of the atoning blood of Christ ; 
three have recently obtained hopes. On 
the whole field which I have visited, there 
are between thirty and forty inquiring 


»souls; and nine or ten have, as we trust, 


found peace in Christ.” 

“The last of August, a union prayer 
meeting was established in Paterson, at 
ahe commencement of which one person 
was powerfully awakened and has since 
obtained a hope. But other prayer meet- 
ings more recently established, U think, 
will be more extensively useful; of which 
there are three in Beekman, one ion Pau- 
lings, and nine in Patterson and its adjacent 
neighborhoods. ‘These are holden by ac- 
Aive brejhren, who go out two by twa, and 
<ondact them with seriausness and propri- 
ety. Many of them are well attended & 
Did fair to promote the salvation of soujs.*’ 
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and crowded auditory, far greater than 


by their attendance, the interest they felt in the 
solemn transactions of the day; and bore testi- 
mony by their silent attention, to the superior 
excelleacy of all the performances. 

‘Fhe pure taste, with which the music was se- 
lected for the occasion, and the elegant style in 
which it was performed, were highly creditable 
to the choir, and their instructor, Mr. Brown of 
Phillipston. It afforded a rich treat tothe ama- 
teurs of sacred harmony.— Communicated.

Ameriean Ecclesiastical History. 


[Under this head, we propose ta lay before our 
readers such Historic Sketches of our Charches 
as we may be able to precure—and for this 
purpose we respectfuliy solicit from the Rev. 
Clergy, who may have noticed the History of 
their Churches on the late Cepturial Auniver- 
sary, such brief and comprehensive statements 
as it may be in their power to farnish. 

[The following article, originally communicated 
for the Concord Observer, we bave considera- 
bly abridged, in order to bring it within the 
limits of the plan we propose. ] / 


Memoranda, reiative to the Churches and 
Clergy of New-Hampshire. 

There does not appear to have been 
any meeting-house erected for the worship 
of God, or any minister of the gospel, in 
New-Hampshire for aboot ten years, after 
its settlement. lo 1633, a meeting-house 
was erected on Dover neck, and well for- 
tified against the attacks of the enemy. Mr. 
Wm. Leverich, ‘a worthy and able puritan 
minister,’ was engaged as a preacher. But 
he continued there only a shert time, and 
finding the adventurers and people either 
unable or unwilliog to support him,remov- 
ed to Plymouth colony, and was settled at 
Sandwich. After bis departure, one Bur- 
dett, who had been in the ministry in En- 
gland, and left that country disgusted, as 
he pretended, with the corruptions of the 
English church, made -his appearance at 
Dover. He was a man of plausible man- 
ners, and gained the affections of the peo- 
pie. After preaching to them some time, 
he became desirous to govern them; in- 
trigued against Wiggin their governor, & 
was elected in his place. He was an am- 
bitious, lewd, and bad man. 

Thechurch at Exeter is supposed to be 
the first gathered in New Hampshire. Rev. 
Jonn Waeecwricat, having been banished 
from Massachusetts for bis antinomianiam, 
with eight of his brethren, obtained dis- 
mission from the church in Boston, formed 
themselves into a church, and removed to 
Exeter in 1658. He continued there till 
1643. He was afterwards reconciled to 
the government of Massachosetts, and in 
1647 was settled in the ministry at Hamp- 
ton,New Hampshire,as colleague with Mr. 
Dalton, where he remained about ten 
years, and then went fo England. ‘le 
died in 1680 being the oldest minister in 
the colony. 

The same year in which the Exeter 
church was organized, the town of Wamp- 
ton was settled and a church. gathered, of 
which the Rev. Srepuen Batcneton was 
the pastor. Rev. Tivotwy Daron was 
settled at Hampton, as colleague with Mr. 
Batchelor, in 1639. He was a man of good 
reputation as a minister and peace maker. 

_No church was formed in Dover till 
1639. Captain Underhill,upon the expul- 
sion of Burdett,was chosen the Governor of 
that town. On his assuming the govera- 
ment at Dover, he introduced Hanserd 
Knollys, an antimonian Baptist, to the min- 
istry ; and precered a church to be gath- 
ered. In 1640, Thomcs Larkham, who 
bad been a minister in Engiand, and was a 
zealous churchman, came to Dover, and 
raised a party against Knollys. Larkham 
tarried at Dover about two years. The 
people of Dover appear to have been wea- 
ry of irregular . preachers, by whom they 
had suffered so much; & after Larkham’s 
departure, they applied to Massachusetts 
for a minister. Oo the recommendation 
of the Court, the Rev. Daxurt Mavup, who 
had been in the ministry in England, was 
settled there in 1642 ; and he wag the first 
regularly settled minjster in that town. 
ss He was an honest man, and of # quiet & 
peaceable disposition, qualities much want- 
ing inall his predecessors.” He contin- 
ned’with them thirteen years. The Rev. 
Joun Revuer was settled at Dover,in 1657, 
two years after the termination of Mr. 
Maud’s ministry. Exeter was’ without a 
minister from 1643 to 1660,when the Rev.

-labors. ‘The Rev..JosHva y the first 
settled minister of Portsmouth, was ordain- 
ed in 1671. ‘He had been preaching in the 
town about 13 years before his ordination, 
but no church was gathered till the day 
he was ordained. Mr. Moody was a son 
of William Moody, who was ou® of the 


early settlers in Newbury, in Maesachu- | 


setts, and came from England, when this 
son was very young, He, (Joshua) was 
graduated at Harvard College, io 1653, & 
wasa Fellow of his Alma Mater. He was 
‘a distinguished scholar, and eminent for his 
pastoral firmness, and fidelity. While 
Crantield was at the head of the province, 
Mr. Moody became the object of his dis- 
pleasure, and in some measure « victim of 
his tyranny and oppression. A member of 
the charch was strongly suspected of per- 
jury, in some affair at the custom-bouse. 
He made his peace with the Governor, 
who “ forgave him all,” and forbade the 
church's meddling with the offender, Me. 
Moody, however,was not to be intimidated. 
He koew, that a3 a member and pastor of 
the church of Christ, he was acting for, & 


accountable to, ONE greater than - the’ 


Governor. He persevered in the work of 
discipline, till the offending member was 
brought toa pithlic confession of his crime. 
The list of Mr, Sfoody’s baptisms, in Ports- 
mouth, amounts to but 110, although 160 
persons had been admitted to the church, 
there, before his death. He wrote more 
than 4000 sermons, but it is not known 
that he ever published any thing, except- 
ing “4 practical discourse on the choice be- 
nefits of communion with God, in his house,” 
in 1685 ; and an Election sermon, in 1692. 

Mr. Reyner of Dover, died in 1669, and 
in 1671, was succeeded in the ministry, by 
his sou, the Rev. Jouw Raysea, Jr. who 
was graduated at Harvard College, in 
1663. How long the son continued m of- 
fice, is uncertain; as is the time of the 
settlement of the Rev. Joun Pixe, who ap- 
pears to have been the minister of Dover 
during the troublesome administration of 
Cranfield, though he was fortunate enough 
to escape his persecution. 

Afier the death of Mr. Cotton, of Hamp- 
ton, in 1686, the people of that town re- 
mained without a minisier ten years, when 
the Rev. Jonx Corron, son of the former 
pastor, was seitied among them, and con- 
tinued with them till he died, in 1710, at 
the age of 57. He appears to have teen 
an engaging preacher, and an honest, wor- 
thy man. 

After the death of Mr. Dudley, in 1683, 
no minister was settled in Exeter,till 1698, 
when the Rey. Jony Cranxe was ordained 
their pastor. Mr. Clarke was graduated 
at Harvard College, in 1690. He contin- 
ued but a sbort time in the vineyard, and 
dred, July 25th, 1705, aged 35, leaving 
four children: Benjamin, Nathaniel, Deb- 
oreh, and Ward, who was the first minister 
of Kingstoo. 

The Rev, Naroansrrt Rocenrs was Mr, 
Moody's successor at Portsmouth, and was 
ordained there, May 3, 1699. Mr. Rogers 
was the son of Joha Rogers, Président of 
Harvard College, and was born at Ipswieh, 
Massachusetts, Feb. 22, 1669. The fath- 
er of the President, was the Rev. Natha- 
niel Rogers, who came to this country in 
1636,and setiled inthe ministry at Ipswich. 
He was the son of the Rev. John Rogers, 
of Dedham, England, who was grandson of 
the celebrated John Rogers, who suffered 
martyrdom at Smithfield. Mr. Rogers, of 
Portsmeuth, was graduated at Harvard 
College in 1687. While Mr. Rogers was 
in Portsmouth,a difficulty arose respecting 
the scite of a new meeting house, ‘which 
terminated in the formation of a second 
parish.—Mr. Rogers went, with a majori- 
ty of his hearers, to the new, of vorth 
meeting house, and there officiated till his 
death, Oct. 3,.1723. He is said to have 
** inherited so much of the spirit and talents 
of his renowned ancestor, that his labors, in 
this part of the vineyard, were abundantly 
blessed by the Great Head of the Church. 

New-castle was originally a part of 
Portsmouth, and was set off as a separate 
town, in 1693; but no minister was settled 
till 1704, when the Rev. Joun Emerson 
was ordained. Mr. Emerson was a native 
of Ipswich, and was gradyated at Mlarvard 
College, in 1689. In 1708, Mr. Emerson 
spent seme time in the city of London and 
was presented to Queen Anne, by whom 
he was handsomely noticed. He retorn- 
ed to Naw-Casile, and preached there til!

The 
church was not awake though ber sleep was of- 
ten interrupted by the voice of conscience ; and 
then she would half open her eyes upon the 
moral desolation around her; would lament her 
own drowsiness and sttpidity; and would re- 
solve to arise and shake off her sloth at once ; 
bat alay! would directly. sink down again and 
slamber on. 

In the month of October 1819, a very unhap- 
py tencounter took place between a few United 
States recruits, and some of the colored people 
of the town, in which one of the latter loft his 
life. This sudden and vivient death afforded a 
good opportunity to address the blacks in an 
earnest and affectionate manner, upon the un- 
certainty of life, and the infinite importance of a 
speedy preparation for another world, As many 
of them were found to have a hearing ear, stat- 
ed meetings were appoiated for their instruction 
and benefit, which were better attended, than 
we had dared to hope, for the space of two,or 
three months, and some precious fruits of which, 
it.is believed, are now ripening for heaven, And 
here let me ask whether this unfortunate class 
of our fellow beings has not been too much neg- 
lected by the ministers ang sbueches 46 ‘New-, 
England? Migbt-not a great deal Ue ‘done in 
places where they ate considerably namérong, by 
establishing separate meetings for them, and giv- 
ing them such instrucfious and encourkgemeot, as 
are adapted to their peculiar Grcumstances ? 

Notwithstanding this little gleam of light in (he 
fall, our prospects grew darker thro’ the win ter. 
Vital religion manifestly declined in the church, 
and stupidity reigned throughout the congrega- 
tion. A Sabbath evening conferente of many 
years standing, was almost forsaken.—Weekly 
leetures prolonged but a precarious existence. 
Our monthly prayer meeting was indeed kept 
up, and often was the church heard to acknowl- 
edge her backslidings, bat with the distressing 
consciousness, that she was continually making 
progress in spiritual declension. 

About the first of March last, a revival com- 


The news of what God was doing there, enfore- 
ed by the question, Do you wish for au awaken- 
ing here? was evidently blessed to some of our 
mexnbers. With a few there were great search- 
ings of heart. The great Physician was curing 
the spiritual maladies of our neighbors. With us 
sinners were perishing in great numbers, for want 
of his help, and as he was never known to dis- 
courage au application from the most unworthy 
creature, why should we act immediately invite 
him to come and heal us? Sach were the min- 
gled emotions. of fear and encouragement, io 
here and there a christian bosom ; and as it was 
a care which admitted of no delay, it was a- 
greed, though at first in a whisper, @iat * some- 
thing must be done.” Christians were exhorted 
to visit the town thus favored, and take their 
children with them, hoping tbatsuch a course 
wea}d be attended with benefit. The breaking 
op of winter, however, was a great hindrance te 
this kind of intercourse ; but it was evidently 
blessed to some, who were favored with it; and 
here I wish (o suggest a few thoughts on this ve- 
ry point, which have lately strock my own miud 
with great force. Revivals it is well known, 
are often confined within town and parish limits. 
All apon one side is seriousneds, and a1) upon 
the other stupidity. Now “ is there nots cause >” 
1 am satisfied there is. God works by menhs, as 
well in spiritual as ithings. Weare to 
made that the eye affectathe ‘heart. Not ovly 
is our sympathy excited by seeing our friends & 
companiens in distress, but when that distress 


scarcely heip asking ourselves, whether we have 
not equal, or even greater cause for alarm.— 
Thousands have been awakened, by associating 
with persons already under conviction; by at- 
tending the same meetings; by hearing the same 
exhortations ; and, in a word, by being much in 
the same religious atmosphere. Not that the 
most powerful means can have any saving effect, 
without the special agency of the Spirit. But 
they are to be dilligently used, because God has 
appointed them, and because he seldom works 
without them. It is an ‘unquestionable fact, 
that the Holy Spirit often employs one awakened 
sinner or new convert, as the. instrument of 
awakening many of his companions. Many a 
sevival has mos? obviously spread from house to 
house, and from neighborhood to neighborhood, 
till a whole parish has been shakep, by means 
of that constant and familiar intercourse in reli- 
gious matters which exist amoug members of the 
same cangregation. An4@ where revivals have 
spread from town to town, the work of God has 
often been carried on m the same way. Minis- 
ters and private christians have been surprising- 
ly quickened by visiting neighboring sacieties, 
and have carried back the sacred fire to their 
own. Sinners'téo, in hundreds and hundteds of 
instances, have had their attontion arrested in 
the same way, and even a casual visit has not 
wufrnsnntis been the commencement of a great 
revival. ithout laying any unwarrantable 
stress upon means, therefore, may we not safely 
presume, that a more familiar intercoarse be- 
tween contiguous parixhes, when a revival makes 
its appearance in any one of them, would, by the 
blessing of G greatly promote and extend 
the work.

New-Hampshire.—The Legislature of New- 
Hampshire adjourned on the 23d ult. A reso- 
lation was pasred directing the opinion of the 
people to be taken iu March next, on the sub- 
ject of a revision of the Constitution. A law 
wasalvo passed, providing forthe organdation 
of a State Board of Agriculture. An appropria- 
tion of $1000 was made for the education of Deaf 
and Dumb Children from that state, at the 
American Asylum, at Hartford. A bill was pass- 
ed, making an appropriation forthe payment of 
arrears due the officers and professors of the late 
Gov. Plumer’s University, the charter of which 
was declared unconstitutional. This{bill was re- 
jected by Gov, Bell, and sent back to the Legir- 
lature ; where, upon a re-consideration, it did 
not pass by the requisite majority.

MISCELLANY. 
DISSERTATIONS—No. Il. 
For the Recorder. 
The grand encouragement of Ministers in 
their efforts to propagate the Gospel. 

The Christian ministry is a Divine Insti- 
tution. The grand means, by which God 
renovates the human mind is divine truth, 
which the ministers of Christ are appoint- 
ed to inculcate. This issure ground of en- 
co ement in their efforts te propagate 
ay er for the certainty that God will 
bless his own appointment, is an assurance 
of their success. 

The promise of the Spirit to render the 
gospel efficacious is another grand encou- 
ragement. Men cannot act without a ra- 
tional prospect of success. And were mi- 
nisters dependant on the force of moral 
suasion ; were they to compare the difh- 
culties in the way of converting souls with 
buman power, they might well despair of 
success. But it is the work of the Spirit 
of God. ‘The sacred historian is careful 
to inform us of this, in accounting for the 
signal success of the Apostles. When a 
great multitude were converted at Antioch, 
it was because the Lord was with them.— 
When Lydia believed, it was because the 
Lord opened her heart.—VPaul and Apollos 
might labor, but the Lord must give the in- 
crease.~And it is worthy of notice, that the 
Apostles, though invested with such exten- 
sive authority, attributed all their suffi- 
ciency to God—they regarded themselves, 
as mere instruments, through which the 
Divine agency was exerted. When they 
considered their own weakness and the 
deep-rooted depravity of men, they rejoic- 
ed in this agency. It was their only en- 
couragement, and it was sufficient to ex- 
cite them to the greatest exertion. For 
they knew that human and Divine agency 
were soconnected, that the salvatien of the 
very elect was suspended on their efforts. 

There are other special enconragements. 

_When Christ commissioned his disciples 
to preach the gospel, he promised to send 
them “ the Spirit of truth, who should abide 
with them forever ;” who should enlighten, 
support, and encourage them in their work. 
He evidently meant to express the perpe- 
tuity of this promise for the encourage- 
ment of his ministers in every age; and 
many a one in seasons of darkness and dif- 
ficulty has learned its value. 

The gospel must triumpb—God has pro- 
mised it. His ministers may therefore 
persevere with full confidence ; knowing 
that their success shall be proportionate to 
their efforts. Though the world be enve- 
loped in moral darkness, the Sun of Righte- 
ousness shall arise upon all nations. 

I mast omit the reward which awaits the 
faithful minister ; an encouragement often 
proposed in the Bible, and one which has 
a commanding influence on the mind.

Though “alike unknown 
to fortune and to fame ;” yet methought 
here the great are not envied their great- 
nes¢, nor could the mightiest monarch up- 
on earth increase the happiness which 
dwells in the cottage of content. I was 
pleased to find the sentiments of Kobin con- 
winial with my own. We were agreed, 
that the religion of the Bible was the 
“pearl of great price,” “the one thing 
needful.” Gratitude beamed in the eye of 
my aged friend, when speaking of our re- 
demption by the incarnation, sufferings, and 
death of Jesus. His animated conntenance 
gave joy and gladness to my heart when 
he repeated— 
* Author and Guardian of my life, 
Sweet source of light divine, 


And all harmonious names in one, 
My Saviour, thou art mine. 


** What grace I ewe thee, and what love, 
A boundless, endless store, 

Shall echo through the realms above, 
When time shall be no more.” 

What a moment was this! Happy man, 
I thorght, thou wilt, as “a good soldier of 
Jesus Christ,” finish thy warfare glorious- 
ly. Thou hast not been ashamed of thy 
Redeemer on earth; nor will he disown 
thee befere the throne of his father in 
heaven. 

The hours had passed with a more than 
usual swiftness during my stay under Ro- 
bin’s roof. Some years had elapsed since 
I last visited this contented cot; but still 
it was the abode of some, but “a little 
lower than the angels.” The offspring 
of Robin and Mary were also habituated 
to reverence the:name of God, to remem- 
ber the Sabbath, and regularly to attend 
where prayer was wont tobe made; and 
now their parents saw them with satisfac- 
tion pursuing the ways of pleasantness & 
the paths of peace.

being the servants of the Most High, and 
believérs in Jesus, all shoulil be well for 
us. He who was.once a * man of sorrows 
and acquainted with “grief,” now reigns 
“the Prince of peace.” Thougp exalted 
far above all principality and power, he is 
graciously regardfyl of the mourner’s 
sigh, and always ready to succour the poor 
destitute. Wherefore, let the reader of 
these pages “ trustuand not be afraid.” 
Visit, my fellow im in this vale of 
mortality, visit in idea the Cottage of Con- 
tent, and know that “ godliness with con- 
tentment is great gain.” 

The services of the evening were con- 
claded with a hymn. Beautifully appro- 
priate were the two last stanzas : 


Jesus gought ine when a stranger, 
Wand'ring from the foid of Gad ; 

And, to rescue me from danger, 
Interpos'd his precious blood. 


O to grace how great a debtor 
Daily I'm constrain’d to be? 
Let that grace now like a fetter, 

Bind my willing heart to thee. 


I rose to depart, wishing Robin and his 
family farewell, and left them with the 
promise of another visit. In retracing my 
steps, | had abundant food for meditation. 
I felt persuaded that conter.tment is the 
chief mean of happiness, and religion the 
only sonrce of genuine pleasure. And 
however the simple annals of the poor are 
slighted and traduced by many, I was 
pleased with the perusal of them, and had 
seen that precept of the Gospel resolved 
to practice, “ Learn, in whatever state you 
are, therewith to be content.”

GOOD DESIGN EXECUTED, 


The present period, in a peculiar sense, de- 
mands benevolent exertions to spread the gospe!. 
This is evident from the motives it exhibits; but 
especially from the extensive moral desolatiou 
which prevails in the world, and the liberal ex- 
amples of the pious. [t is a period when we hrve 
reason to expect, that every persoo, whose heart 
is warmed and expanded with the love of Christ, 
will devise liberal things, and at least endeavor 
toerecute liberal purposes. Hoping that he is 
actuated by a spirit of Christian liberality, the 
author of these remarks has presented to the A- 
merican Board for Foreign Missions $30,00, as 
the Treasurer wil! certify. 

It may be expedient to mention the manner in 
which he obtained this money, hoping that mach 
in @ similar way may he added to the treaeury o+ 
the Lord. He was solicited to take charge of a 
school during two months of the past winter, 
which, he, at first, felt disposed to decline from 
an impression that it would interfere too much 
with his pastoral duties. But from further consi- 
deration, he thougnt his necessity would jastify 
his acceptance of the proposal. With this view 
he entered the school; but not without some re- 
monstrance of conscience, which he continued to 
fee}, till he concluded to devote the avails of his 
instructiop to charitable porposes. From the ex- 
periment he has made, he is induced to believe 
that many of the clergy might devote annually a 
smail portion of their time to the instraction of 
schools, without any serious inconvenience;& thus 
eniich the treasurg of the Lord. Were one thou- 
sand to devote themselves to the employment 
during a few months in a year, the annual in- 
come might be $40 of 50,000. This woald proba- 
bly defray the expences of 500 pious stadents; 
or support 100 missionaries; of purchase 50 or 
60,000 bibles. Should 3000 clergymen add 50 
dollars annually to the treasury of the Lord, it 
would amount ig 10 years to $1,500,000,the inte- 
rest of which would support 900 students allow- 
ing to each $100 per annum. Or it would com- 
fortably support 200 missionaries. But not to es- 
tablish a fund, the appropriation of thie annual 
income, viz. $150,000 would support 1500 stu- 
dents; or 400 missionaries. Let this sum be ap- 
propriated annually fer 10 years to the education 
of pious youth, and, allowing five years to be the 
time of study, 3000 would be qualified to preach 
the gorpe!; which is nearly equal to the whole 
number of regularly educated clergymen in the 
United States. Considering the amount of good 
which may he done by this combination of exer- 
tions, who will hesitate or wish to be ere:sed ? 
This is a method of raising money which dimi- 
nishes no person's property. All that is necessa- 
ry isa little more self denial and exertion on the 
part of the clergy. The attention of many, no 
doubt, is occupied wholly with duties of higher 
importance. But it is believed that many others, 
by the avails of literary instruction might do much 
to aid the cause of charity without any serious in- 
convenience. Willany v-ho feel the Spirit of 
Christ hesitate to endure this trifling inconveni- 
ence to promote the glory of his kingdom who 
suffered 80 much to redeem a guilty race? It is 
believed that many other advantages besides 
those already enumerated, would résult from the 
adoption of this plan, Should the clergy adopt 
it, their benevolent example would have a pow- 
erful influence. Were Christian communities to 
see their Pastor engaged in the duties of literary 
instruction, in addition to their other avocations, 
with no other view than to promote the purpores 
of Christian bevevoleace, it is not unreasonable 
to unre it would produce a more powerful ef- 
fect, than all the eloquent eppeals they deliver 
from the pulpits, No minister of the meek and 
lowly Jesus pein the ew éogred- 
ing. Were this te be generally adopted, in- 
stead of degrading the clergy, it would exalt the 
employment. None can esteem it mean, who du- 
ly appreciate the importance of a pious educa- 
tion. The lambe of Christ's flock are important 
objects of a Pastors care, and a school furnishes, 
perhaps the most favorable opportunity to win 
their confidence and affections. It may be ob- 
jected that the numerous parochial duties of the 
clergy reuder it inexpedient, if aot cticable 
to instruct schools, That some must attend to 
duties of parambunt obligation is unquestionable ; 
but still it is believed there are many whe cannot 
make this plea, Who would think it impracti- 
cable to instruct a school and still attend to his 
other duties, if it wasthe only way to answer the 
imperious demands of paren Be ? And are these 
pw grteothges oy in rece ey ag the 
Claims of millions are perishing in a state « 
heathenish ignorance? Are thay tobe 
pow abr with extension and 
that we are tanght t 
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A littie girl who lived in a state of 
poverty, was asked by her teacher, which 
should prefer, if she wight have ber 
either to continue to be 
leges of the Sabbath School; or, to be rich and 
to be deprived of them—she repiied, “1 would 
much rather be poor as! am.” Her teacher ob- 
served, “but if you were possessed of riches 
they would procure you many comforts of which 
poverty deprives you.” The child immediately 
replied, ** but they are not the riches which 
will save my soal.” This little girl has become 
the instructor of her mother, who cannot read, & 
she expresses her hope, that her mother will soon 
enjoy the same pleasure which she feels, in be- 
ing able to ead the Bible.

The Committee appointed to consider the 
clauns for Premiums ou Agricultural Experiments, 
report: 

Uhat Mr. Solomon Warner, of Northampton,in | 
the county of Hampshire, is. entitled to the Se- 
ciety’s premium of thirty dollars, for a crop of 
Winter wheat, being 32 bushels aad two quasts, 
raised on one acre of land. : 

That the Hon, Jonathan Hune well, ef Boston, 
in the county of Suffolk, is éntitled to ye ene 
ty’s Premium of 98 dojlats, for a crop of 
Corn, being 222 1-2 bushels, meacured in the 
ears, equal to 114 bushels and one peck of shell- 
ed corn,raised om one acre of his farm in Newton, 
in the county of Middlesex. 

That the Hon, Oliver Fisk, of Worcester, in 
the county of Worcester, is entitled to the Soci- 
ety’s premium of 30 dollars,for the most satisfac- 
fory experiment to ascertain the best mode of 
raisng Indian Corn in Hills, or in Rows. It will 
be seen by the certificates aceompanying the re- 
port,that from one half of an acre of land planted 
in rows, the produce was 28 1-2 double bushels 
of corn in the ears; the same quantity of land, 
planted in hills, produced only 23 1-2 double bush- 
els—the entire produce of the acre being equal 
to 52 bushels of shelled corn. 

That Payson Williams, Esq. of Fitchburg, in 
the county of Worcester, is entitled to the Soci- 
ety’s premium of 20 dollars, for a crop of Pota- 
toes, being G14 busbels, raised on one acte of 
land. 

That Joun Prince, Esq. of Roxbury, in the 
county of Nortolk, is entitled to the Societys 
premium of $20, fora crop of Mangel Wurtzel, 
being 670 1-2 busbels, raised on one acre of land. 

That Mr. Franeis Wiaship, of Brighton, in the 
coumty of Middlesex, is entitled to the Society’s 
preminm of 20 dollars, for a crop of Cabbages, 
being 32 tons and 200 cwt. raised on one acre of 
land. 

That Mr. Ebenezer Thrasher, of Salem, in the 
county of Essex is entitied tv the Socicty’s pre- 
mium of 20 dellars for a crop of Carols, weigh- 
ing, exclosive of their tops, 21 tons, 4 1-2 cwt. 
equal to 844 bushels, of 52 Ibs. each, raised on 
one acre of land. Aud the said Ebenezer Thrash- 
er is also entitled to the premium of 20 dollars, 
} for a crop of Beets, being 323 bbis. - weighing, 
exclutive of their tops, 19 tons 1511 lbs. equal to 
790 bushels, of 56 lbs. each, raised on the same 
quantity of land. 

‘The Hon. Samuel Dana, of Groton. in the 
county of Middlesex, as competitor for the pre- 
mium offered by the Trustees for the best crap of 
common Turnip» ; Mr, Asa Stebbias,Jr. of Deer- 
field, in the county of Franklin ; Mr. Nathaniel 
S. Bennett, of Framingham, in the County of 
Middiesex, and Mr. J. 8, Low, ef Andover, in 
the county of Essex, for the best crop of Indian 
Corn; severally caused their games to be 
entered, but did not furnish the committee with 
the evidence prescribed by the rules of the Trus- 
tees. 

No claims for premiums were exhibited to the 

Committee for introducing a grass superior to any 
now cultivated in this stafe—for turning in green. 
crops a8 a manure, and proving its utility and 
cheapners over aey other manure—nor for prov- 
ing by actual experiment, the best season and 
mode of laying lands down to grass, whether 
Spring, Summer, or Fall seeding be preferable, 
and with or without grain, or differeut soils. 

The Committee are much gratified in having 
it in their power to state tv the Board the fol- 
lowing information, which has been commupi- 
cated to them from the most unquestionable 
sources, to wit: That Mr. Hervey Stone, raised 
the Inst season, on one acre of the farm of Gor 
ham Parsons, Esq. in Brighton, 22 1-2 busbels of 
Spring Wheat. Ezekiel Hersey Derby, Esq. of 
Salem, raised on three quarters of an acre, 720 
bushels of Carrots, exclusive of theit tops,which 
were estimated by competest judges to weigh 
fivetons. Mr. Gardiner Whiting, of Charles- 
town, raised on one acre of land, on Bunker Hill, 
48 bushels and 4 quarts of Rye. Mr- Aaron Ca- 
pin, of Dorchester, raised on four acres, three 
quariers and twenty-six rods, 14 tons and 1600 
weight of hay, equal to about 3 tons to the acre ; 
leaving on the came Jand Grass sufficient in the 
opinion of several respectable Farmers to make 
2 tons of Hay, which could act be mowed on ac- 
count of its being hadly lodged. Mr. Dennis 
Stebbins of Deerfield, raised 513 bushels of Po- 
tatoes on one acre ofland. And Mr. Tristram 
Little, of Newbury raised on five eights of an 
acre, 420 bushels of common Turnips.
